Like Rudolf Hess, President Arias | 
of Panama knew when it was time to | 
move, and chose an airplane as the fast- | 
est and least conspicuous means of de- | 
parture.

And the youth of today will 
be the men and women, the fathers, 
mothers, teachers, executives, and rank 
and file of citizens in a few short years 
so they must prepare themselves for the 
work and responsibilities that lie ahead. 

There is so much that needs doing. 
There is need to fight to keep clean 
morally, mentally and spiritually at a time 
when magazines, books, advertising and 
conversation reek of sex, half-baked ideas 


and profanity. That is the first thing: 
keep clean. 
Then tl can begin to study the 


meaning of things and begin to weigh and 
measure values; measure dollars made by 
dishonesty, sweated labor, unhappy 
homes and the like against a full and 
happy life of simplicity with less money 
but more life. They should begin to 
think of each person as an individual to 
be considered as such and not just as a 
cog in a money making machine. 

They can, and should, go to church, 
not because it is “the thing to do,” but 


because they go there to acknowledge 
God, the one just Judge and to worship 


His Son, the Lord Jesus Christ, who gave 
His life that we may come to Him to seek 
that peace and strength that only comes 
from Him. 

The youth of Canada has very much 
that it can do. And there is a great chale 
lenge to them, for theirs is the future to 
make it or break it,
